The Nevada Division of Environmental Protection (NDEP) is proposing regulations that will update
the State’s adoption of federal regulations by reference; establish a Class IV permitting program to
regulate hazardous air pollutant emissions from area sources; revise certain definitions; and
remove unnecessary permit requirements. The following workshops have been scheduled to solicit
comments from persons interested in the amendments, which are described below. The workshop
agenda is on the reverse side of this announcement.

Temporary Regulation P2011-01: Adoption of: Federal Greenhouse Gas (GHG) Requirements;
New Source Performance Standards (NSPS); and National Emission Standards for Hazardous Air
Pollutants (NESHAP). The NDEP is proposing to update its adoption of the federal Prevention of
Significant Deterioration (PSD) air quality rules (40 CFR 52.21) to include US EPA’s GHG
permitting requirements. The regulation also revises the State’s definitions of “major source” and
“regulated air pollutant.”

The NDEP is also proposing to update its adoption of applicable NSPS and NESHAP rules that
have been promulgated by the US EPA since July 1, 2009.

Temporary Regulation P2011-02: New Class IV (Area Source) Operating Permit Program;
Removal of Unnecessary Provision. NDEP is proposing 1) to adopt by reference the federal area
source NESHAP that are applicable in Nevada, and 2) to establish a new Class IV permitting
program to implement these federal requirements. The new Class IV Operating Permit program will
assist Nevada businesses in understanding and complying with the recent series of area source
rules issued by US EPA. The agency’s intent is to keep the program as simple as possible and
require no more than what is federally mandated at minimal cost to industry.

This regulation also proposes to remove the unnecessary condition that Class Il permits must
contain requirements for compliance certification.
